Two or three weeks ago, we said it was 
likely the highest Chineso officials would 
como to see that their interest lay in aup- 
pressing as quickly and as thoroughly as 
possibla tho anti-foreign spirit that is 
abroad in.China, and this ia what is hap» 
pening, Some of them may st first have 
passively favoured the riotera, Perhaps 
tho most accurate definition of their con- 
duct is thot they waited-to'see how-svents 
would turn so as to take the courao that 
might best favour their own enda. It must 
"Ge clear to them now that no good is to he 
got vut of destroying foreign proporty. 
Thoy have thereforg, “set themselves in 
earnest to the work of quietening the 
country. Chang Ohi Tung recently issued 
a very forcible proclamation threatening to 
behead any one discovered distributing or 
paating up anti-forsign placarde, and now 
there has uppeared a very strong momorial 
from the Vicetoy at Nanking denouncing 
tho conduct of those who spread lying 
rumours about missionaries, whose work 
he saya shows tho pbilanthropy of 
their heart. It is very true that 
‘every Chineso literary man can write 
good moral sentiment by the yard,’ 
and it is quite possible, as tha W.-C. Daily 
News says, for a Guvernor or Viceroy .to 
write with one hand such a beautiful ex- 
hortation to well-doing as the Nanking 
memorial and to distribute auti-foreign 
}amphlets with the other. But although 
i Chinese officials are often insincere, their 
interest sometimes forces them to bo sincere 
and to mean what they say, Wo believe 
both Chang Chi ‘Tung and the Nanking 
Viceroy are now thoroughly in earnost. As 
far ag the latter wae concerned there was 
never anything to show that he favourcd 
the disturbance, ' Rather, the reverse, for 
the trouble partly originated from his 
refueing to continue the subsidy given by 
the former Viceroy st Nauking, and one 
of tho first things the rioters did was to 
burn the new Viceroy’s efligy. Everything 
‘seams to show that the- present trobble 
is abuvs over, Compensation will be given, 
and perhaps few concessions obtained 
from the Chinese Government~-concéssions |

All 
olagses ate loud in praises of the late Go- 
vernor, and denunciations of tho. prosent 
one, ‘The last onc used monsy frealy, 
while the present ono says there is no 
money to use. 
Lok‘ou, the port of this city, he spends 
less than half what was spent by his prede- 
cessor, and so friends are rapidly disop- 
pearing. Still for our part wo confess to 
an ignorance of the way the Jate Governor 
could spend money, get in debt with tho 
Throne and Board of Revenue, and yet 
recaiva auch high hondurs and favour at 
hia death. One explanation giten us by 
au expectant official was thatthe late Go- 
vernor not only spant money on all classes 
in the Province, but also with the proper 
persons in Peking, and so prevented o 
murmuc or degradation. io who has 
studied Chinese politics omm understand 
somewhat the probabilitica, Another ex- 
Janation is that during his many yours og 
high military official in Hi, the Throne 
owad him and his soldiors larga amounts, 
somothing over a million of tools, ond that 


the debts incurred hore merely balanced 
the previous one of the Throne, That ho 
was ready to holp othera, and was free from 
all avarice for himself or his family, is 
praiseworthy as comparod with what: too 
often occurs in Ohina. Whatever the way 
favour was secured, the carae™ of such o 
man from o poor boy to a high official. 
praised by Emperor ond by beggar, by the 
scholar and by the ignorant, cortainly 
testifies to the ability that must havo 
existed, and remuins in Chiness history one 
of the most romantio of characters. 


At tho recent Oriental Congrass Professor 
Schlezel delivered an address conveying 
some hints on European commerce with 
Eastern countries, Ha gave some exam- 
ples of the mistakes made by merchanta in 
sending ovt goods to Chins and Java. 
Among other instences, he aaid that the 
Uhinese are in tho habit of boiling their 
tice in flat iron boilers. ‘These pots ate 
very thin, and they burn thrangh quickly. 
Some English firms thoulht it would be a 
very good thing to make boilera in England 
ond coud them to Ohina.” Accordingly, ‘a 
ship-loud was sont to Hongkong, Thoy.
